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ABSTFACT 

The conference report on planning asable, accessible 
edncational facilities for physically handicapped (orthopedically, 
visaally, and aurally ispaired) children features gnidelines for 
elislnating indoor and outdoor architectural barriers. In developing 
and evalaating the gaidelines, the Tennessee School Planning 
Laboratory analysed plans of other states for identifying handicapped 
stadents and for providing then with usable facilities, reviewed 
pertinent literature, and sought advice fros experts on the special 
needs of the physically ispaired. The ethical and legal rationale for 
including disabled students in regular schools is discussed by 
conference speakers, and general suggestions are offered in 
connection with vocational education and with options for conversion 
of available buildings to ■axisize accessibility. Presented are 
gaidelines for the construction of new facilities in regard to 
exterioL site preparation, such as the provision of easily accessible 
bai?.dlng entrances and elevators, nonslip rasp surfaces eguipped with 
handrails, walks and curbs that facilitate unhindered aovesent, and 
special parking facilities located near buildings. Considered asong 
gaidelines for building Interiors are recossendations concerning 
corridor width, stairway design, elevators, drinking fountains and 
restrooss, and special areas such as cafeterias, gyanasiaas, swlBsing 
pools, and libraries.
